Democratic leader in the House, 
admitted1 the! other day to an ex- 
treme "fondness" for the slate of 
Arkansas. 


McCormack, now serving as 


speaker pro tern of the House and 
regarded as a likely prospect for 
speaker in his own right in event 
Speaker Sam Rayburn, D-Tex., 
ever steps down, explained the 
reason for this fondness at a lunch- 
eon honoring Miss Frances Jane 
Anderson—Miss Arkansas of 1961. 


Many years ago, he said, Mrs. 


McCormack "was a concert singer 
and her final concert was in Little 
Rock.

own 31. Here following a mixup 
in the Bobcat backfield, the P.B. 
guard Powell Kenny ended up with 
the ball and raced to the 22. A 
few plays later Winegard again 
scored from the three and Nor- 
wood converted to make the score 
27-0 in favor of the Zebras. 


The only other Bobcat threat 


came in the fourth quarter as the 
Bobcats moved to the Zebra 30 
by the passing of QB Murphy and 
the receiving of McDowell and 
Porterfield.
